I x+2Y H A T the States General did hear with extr ears 


Wire & trouble, that the fairs of His Majeſty and his

His Majeſty had thought fit to uſe, (being fully perſwaded,

that a King ſo great, and ſo clear ſighted, would not have taken other 

meaſutes, than ſuch as His Majeſty had thought the moſt profitable, 

for the direCting his Afﬀairs ; and the moſt proper for the good of his 

Subjects :) But the danger in which they found themſelves, — Ef

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them to ſpeak. '* And that they .ncither could nor ought to addrrf 


themſelves any where elſe, than.to His Majeſty, 


That His Majeſty was the moſt and = informed of any, of all the 
ſuferirgs which they have-been obliged to indure, ſince the Conclu- 
fron of the Peace ; and alſo what carneſt endeayours were uſed to in- 

age them in ſuch Tyes as His Majeſty ge not of; and which 
he thought moſt contrary to the good of both Natjozs.That he would 
be pleaſed to remember what had been ſaid and threatned, when 
they thought they could not be under yp yak 1o 1iſazreeable to 
his Majeſty, and ſo inconſient with the publick good; and thar then 
His Xaje#y aſſured them of his ProtedFion, and that he would ven- 
ture.4l/ to deliver them from the Ew1ls that threatned them. 


That the STATES reſting upon this Royal Promiſe,and His Ma- 
3e/ty being pleaſed for their greater ſecurity, to afſure theni he would 
call his Parliament, as ſoon as Ferhought Affairs required it : They 
ſubmitted themſelves to this Declaration.and had waited for the Seſſion 
of Parliament, {though with an extream impatience,) yet with ag 
much reſiznat;on, as His Majeſty could expedt from his own Subj: 7s. 
Bur the miſunderſtanding which ſeems ro grow more than ever, be- 
rween His Majeſty and his People, makes them geſpa;r. Eſpecially, 
ſince the 7:iſnn4erſtanding is founded upon an-fair of fo great 1m 
portance, and ſo Domeſtick, that they could not Diſcuſs 1ſo Nie a 
Paint. | 


That it was certain, and that His Majeſty might be afſurcd by the 
Relation of Eye-witneſſes . thatthoſe F Oren Powers, with whom His 
Majeſty had no Tye, did eAywand make extraordinary great pre- 
mm 25: on | 


' That they did with all Care, endeavour to' repair the diſorders, 
which the late Sickneſs had occaſioned in their Armies, when rhey 
had like'to have been deſtroyed abour Si#44burzh. 


Thar all the extraordinary Embaſſies which'they have ſent to moſt 
of the Princes of Europe,” were to no other end than ro inform them, 
and give them aſſ#race that all their proceedings had no other a7, 
than the p»blick quiet and tranquiltty ; though after-rhe Conctuſton of 
the Peace, they have ſeized upon a greater number- of Y{ages than 


'the Agreement gave them. 


_ That the apprehenſions they had of His Majeſty of Great Britain, 
have fo far fayoured theſe Connrreys, as that their intentions have-nor 
yet been effeFeg. | | 


Thar the diſpoſition of Affairs, which may incline His Majeſty tO 
| differ wirh his People, would give them full opportunity to exe. «te 
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their de(ignes; ſince being perfeftly acquainted with what they are to 
apprehend from His Majeſties Power ſepoate from his People;they think 
they may compleatly Execute their deſigns before any Forrergn force 
can oppoſe them : And thar they could not fail of their. Ezds,when 
once they ſhould begin ro AW. $a | 


That His Majeſty knew the ers they make uſe of in his Kin2dom 
ro bring their deſigns about, and is alſo informed of the AXethods the 
Court of Spain uſes in their own Afairs, by which the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands are in danger to be intirely ruined. 


That-the deſign of rheir ruin was already almoſt efe:Ze4 and that 
all the Low-Conntries would be infallibly deſtroyed,in a ſhort time, if 
a (reedy and vigorous courſe be nottaken. The King of Spain nor 
being able ro pur his Country into a condition of drfence or reſiſtance, 
and the States having been{trangely exhauſted by the Late Wars,and 


ſo diſabled from making ſuch a powerful reſiſtance, as they might _ 
wiſh to themſelves. 


That the Spaniſh Netherlands, and this State being loſt, His Ma- 
jeſty would endeavour in vainto apply the neceſſary remedies againſt 


a victorious King,ingaging all his Kingdoms, and extreamly powerful, 
as well by Sea as Land. | | 


That they ſaw no means to ſecure or ſave themſelyes, and could 
nor hope for'any help from His Majeſty, while he and his People are 
diſagreed; nor could they hope any thing from time ir ſelf, ſince all 
delays have only ſerved to animate foreign ,owers 1o firongly Armed, 
ro execute theirProjes, while HisMajeſty at variance with his Fe; ple 
cannot afford them the requiſite and neceſſary Remedies. 

That His Majeſty had found by wy hk TA the Diſſolution and 
Prozogation of Parliaments, have only crved to di{quict the minds of his 
People,and thar ar their firſt ſurings ; Jubſequentarliaments have gone 
in the ways of the former, and with greater -4nim, ſug. 


That they cannot but lament their own unhappineſs, that a buſi- 
neſs ſo uncertain as is that of a future Succeſſion © (wherein time may 
make conſiderableAlterations,and evenRevolutions far different from 
what might be agreed to) ſhould occaſion their :ztire yin and thar 


the Intereſts of Enrope, principally of all Proteſtant Princes, and of 
this State, ſhould be ſacr;ficed for fo uncertain a matter. 


That His /4'eſty is too clear ftzhted,not to perceive that in *noland 
it ſelf, the AG&s of Parliament, which have becn made for excludin 
from the Succeſſion to the Kinzdom, have had no ſucceſs; thoſe of the 


Queens, Mary and Elizabeth, being roo freſh in Mens Memories to 
be yer forgotten. 


Thar 
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That it is much to be feared, that a Parliament Compoſed of Per- 
ſons Wiſe, and «nderſtanding in the Law. of the Nation,armed with con- 
ſiderable Examples, and 4»mmared with the concurrence of the great 
Cities, and all the Nation will be able to keep their ground, and by that 
means continue the diſnnion, and ſo this affair (though ir be uncertain 
that 'twitl everhappen) will however be deſtructive, rhough His Ma- 
jeſty ſhould agree to rhe Sentiments of his Parliament ar latt. 


But that al! Europe and principally the Neighbouring Countries 
would be inevitably Ruined, if this Srate ſhould be ſo Unforiunare ag 
to ſee the continuance of this difierence ; and that no help could 
be expected even then, when His Majeſty ſhall comply with is Peo- 
ple, and would apply the moſt effetual Remedies. 


*- Thatthey did not pretend in the Jeaſt ro Offer any directions to 
the Will ' and Pleaſure of His Majeſty : But that they ſubmit rthem- 
ſelves to what His Majeſty ſhall think moſt agreeable, only they de- 
fire, that if they be fo Unfortunate as, ro fee that His Majeſty will 
Sacrifice his Kingdoms, Hu Royal Perſon, and the Union of his People 
for ſo Uncertain a Matter, which perhaps may never happen ; and 
that ir may not be hoped, That His Majeſty can 'Engaze himſelf 
inthe differences among Chriſtian Princes when ever they thall hap- 
pen : Since the condition of his &;z24om will nor permit it. "Thar 
then at leaſt His Majeſty would grant them this favour, ro acquainr 
them, that they may endeavour ro find out ſome means ro Save 
their Common- Wealth and the poor People committed to their care. 


That they will always remember the good inclinations His Maj-/?y 
has had for them, bur that they ſhall fee with exrream 41(plesſure and 
Tears of Blood, that they who do ſo much affet His Majr/tyer good 
muſt become an 7nnocent Sacrifice, for an Intereſt which it may be 
will never happen and which when ir do's;will bring with it perhaps 
that /off and ry: ro which they ſee themſelves expoſed. 
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
